Former CIA Analyst 
Indicted for Spaying 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A federal 
grand jury charged Tuesday that a 
retired CIA analyst traveled over¬ 
seas extensively to pass U.S. secrets 
to the Chinese, once met with the 
deputy chief of China’s intelligence 
service and was promoted in that 
agency. 

A single count indictment returned 
in U.S. District Court in suburban 
Alexandria, Va., charged that Larry 
Wu-Tai Chin, who retired from the 
CIA in 1981, had conspired with 
others to violate the U.S. espionage 
statute. Chin was arrested by the FBI 
late last Friday. 

The indictment detailed at least a 
dozen trips that Chin, 63, allegedly 
had made to meet with agents of the 
People’s Republic of China’s intelli¬ 
gence service in Toronto, Canada; 
Hong Kong; Macao; and Peking. 

Chin, who faces a bail hearing 
Wednesday, also was alleged to have 
traveled to Hong Kong in September 
1981, some time after his retirement 
as a CIA analyst, and identified a CIA 
employee whom he believed “to be 
susceptible to recruitment” by the 


Chinese intelligence service. 

The indictment repeated accusa¬ 
tions made earlier in an FBI criminal 
complaint to the effect that Chin had 
received more than $140,000 from the 
Chinese intelligence service for espi¬ 
onage activities from 1952 until the 
time of his apprehension. 

The indictment charged Chin with 
conspiring to violate the federal 
espionage statute by providing Chi¬ 
nese intelligence agents with secret 
documents, the disclosure of which 
could cause serious damage to U.S. 
security. 

Much of the alleged spying took 
place, the indictment said, from 1970 
until 1981, when Chin was employed 
by the CIA as an analyst with the 
agency’s Foreign Broadcast Infor¬ 
mation Service in suburban Rosslyn, 
Va., which monitors and analyzes 
foreign broadcasts and publications. 

Following his retirement from the 
foreign broadcast service in 1981, 
Chin served as a contractor for the 
U.S. Joint Publication Research 
Service. 


(Not to be confused with the gay publica¬ 
tion The Advocate, but you have to admit, 
if all our pets were homosexual, the man 
in the headline wouldn’t have gotten him¬ 
self in trouble!)
